AGING A WOMEN'S ISSUE,SAYS NATIONAL INSTITUTE ON AGING DIRECTOR 

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- The secret about old age in America is that 
it is predominately a women's issue. Women over 65 are the fastest 
growing segment of the U.S. population; by the year 2035, older 
women will outnumber men by 11 million (33.4 million women vs. 

22.4 million men). 

That was the message Pulitzer prize-winning National Institute 
on Aging Director Robert N. Butler and psychotherapist Myrna Lewis 
delivered recently at a luncheon sponsored by George Washington 
University's Women's Studies Program and Policy Center. It marked 
their alliance with the Congresswomen's Caucus for conducting policy- 
oriented research this year on the economic status of older women. 

"Aging is one of the critical issues politically and morally 
of the next 20 to 40 years," said Butler, author of "Why Survive? 
Being Old in America." And women make up the largest share of the 
aging population. Today, life expectancy for women is 74 and for 
men, 67.

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This presents some unique problems for women—mostly financial. 
For example, according to Lewis, of the five million older women who 
live alone, half have an income of $6,000 per year or less. Black 
women who are elderly and live alone have a median income of $2,000 
per year. "Think of what inflation is doing to these people," she 
said. 

Lower salaries for women (on the average, women now earn 57 
percent of men's wages, according to the Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission), resulting lower benefits, a social security system that 
is still biased against women and non-existent pension plans result in 
a portrait of a bereft older woman. "And this year, 45 percent of 
women between the ages of 53 and 64 are in the work force," said Lewis 

In addition, family funds set aside for old age can frequently be 
depleted in caring for the husband. Lewis recounted the "desperation 
maneuver" of some elderly couples who divorce and continue living 
together so the ailing man can receive medicaid and their family 
savings can remain intact for the woman's health care later. 

How do older women live? One third of women over 65 live alone, 
compared to 15 percent of men. By age 75, nearly 70 percent of women 
are widows. "The average woman who marries a man two to three years 
older than she--presuming the marriage remains intact until death— 
can expect about 10 years of widowhood," said Lewis. 

Eighty percent of nursing home residents are women. Not neces¬ 
sarily because they've been abandoned, says Lewis, but because 50 
percent of persons in nursing homes have no family members still alive 
Women enter these institutions because they are economically impov-

Recent Developments in World Communism" 


On the Soviet Union and the invasion of Afghanistan 

If you don't know the strengths and weak points of your 
adversary, then I think you're only weakening yourself. We're 
certainly not weakening the Soviet Union. This has been one of the 
anomalies and problems of the Carter administration — and some of 
the previous ones, also. Without Iran and the 122 days of our 
hostages being there, without our patent and obvious weakness and the 
weakness of our administration in dealing with Iran, there would 
have been no Afghanistan. 

The Soviet Union has three major geopolitical goals: the urge 
to the sea, the building of security zones, and the famous old 
Russian slogan revived and changed by every leader—" matching up with 
the West." On all three scores, Afghanistan had top priority. 

Afghanistan had nothing to do with communist ideology. Brezhnev 
did not mention communism. What he was talking about was the 
building of security, a sphere, of influence. 

On the American response to the Soviet invasion 

We tried to go in with the ultimatum-style approach to the Soviet 
Union. This doesn't work. I think the biggest mistake the 
President made was to say, "You better get out by February 20th, or 
else." This is ridiculous. You don't say this to a country like the 
Soviet Union. What did he expect? That 100,000 Soviet troops would 
just withdraw and say, "Oops, we made a mistake. Sorry. Goodbye." 
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I don't think sports and politics should be mixed in the sense 
that the Carter administration is mixing them. I think this line will 
only hurt our own 250 or 300 hard-working athletes. The Soviets 
couldn't care less. They will put on their own Olympics with people 
who will come. You don't make sports a part of an official, 
international political escalation process. It doesn't work. 

An equally grave and horrendous mistake was to mix cereal, or 
grain, and politics. This is not a threat. The Russians will get 
it from Australia, Argentina, Canada, New Zealand and other countries 
which immediately volunteered to sell grain for gold or dollars. 

On Soviet attitudes towards the U.S. 

They don't understand the many voices that speak simultaneously 
in our government with equal ferocity and different meaning... This 
really bothers them. The other thing they're worried about is the 
general lack of systematic logic in what we're doing. 

I still repeat my main point: that Afghanistan wouldn't have 
happened if the Soviets hadn't noticed our awful weakness in the Iraniai 
crisis. We admit we didn't know what to do. The hostages are 
still there. Not only is detente indivisible, as Kissinger used to 
say, but weakness is indivisible. This was for them the perfect 
moment to swoop down on a defenseless country like Afghanistan. 

On what the U.S. can do 

We don't have three Marine divisions that we would be willing 
to drop in the mediaeval streets of Kabul and fight it out with the 
Soviets and the well-armed Kabul riflemen who have the latest Soviet 
weapons. The Soviets laughed at us, they thumbed their noses at us. 
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We tried to put pressure through the U.N. This obviously didn't 
work. I guess we might as well accept it as a fait accompli and get 
ready for the next one, which might well be Yugoslavia. 

The Sino-Soviet dispute is both irreversible and going downhill. 
This is one of the few pluses in the situation. 

On Iran 

I don't think we should shed gigantic crocodile tears over 
what happens to Iran, because look at what they're doing to us. The 
great weakness in American foreign policy first surfaced (in Iran). 

If the Soviets invade Iran and try to digest that country — or 
detach it — they will have a nice mess on their hands. 

On Afghanistan's future 

I personally think that Afghanistan is so skillfully occupied 
by an implacable enemy that it is already lost; covert or overt 
operations of the CIA notwithstanding. 

Our hope is that the Moslems of Afghanistan settle down to a 
protracted civil war, which the Soviets can't take. They're not 
trained for it and they don't like it. This can go on for seven or 
eight years... 

A Soviet soldier takes a solitary walk at night. That's it. 

Shot in the back. The religiously based hatred of the Moslems 
against Communism is terrific.

MEMO TO EDITORS 

RE: PUBLIC CONCERNS OVER NUCLEAR ENERGY SUBJECT OF NEW GW STUDY 
FOR THE U.S. DEPARTMENT OF ENERGY 

A recently completed study at George Washington University on "Public 
Concerns and Alternative Nuclear Power Systems" identifies 13 major areas 
of public concern including health hazards, safeguards from sabotage, diversion 
of nuclear materials for weapons production, and increased management complexity. 
The GW study concludes: 

-- No one of the candidate nuclear systems proposed as alternatives to 
present technology offers superiority in alleviating substantially more public 
concerns than it raises. 

-- Potential difficulties in gaining public acceptance of nuclear power 
will likely increase with the introduction of systems of greater complexity, 
i.e., breeders, recycling, and associated transportation safeguards activities. 

The two-year project was carried out by GW's Policy Studies in Science 
and Technology program. Commissioned by the U.S. Department of Energy for 
their Nonproliferation Alternative System Assessment Program (NASAP) , the 
$300,000 study assesses the relative public acceptability of three general 
types of nuclear power systems as alternatives to the existing light water 
reactor (LWR) system.
